The  proud  boast  of  the  Masons  in  North 
Carolina  is  the  fact  that  for  sixty-five  years 
they  have  answered  the  cry  of  needy  children 
and  maintained  the  Oxford  Orphanage  as  a 
home  for  the  care  and  training  of  these  chil- 
dren. Nearly  six  thousand  North  Carolina 
boys  and  girls  have  received  this  service.  Ours 
is  the  oldest  Orphanage  in  North  Carolina  and 
represents  today  a large  investment  in  build- 
ings, grounds,  equipment  and  endowment.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  makes  an 
annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  these 
children  and  in  addition  the  subordinate  lodges 
liberally  support  the  Orphanage  through  the 
concerts  of  the  Singing  Class  and  by  special 
gifts  at  the  Thanksgiving  Season.  Fifty  per 
cent  of  the  children  in  the  Oxford  Orphanage 
are  not  of  Masonic  parentage.  The  state  of 
North  Carolina  also  makes  an  annual  appro- 
priation to  assist  in  the  support  of  the  Ox- 
ford Orphanage. 

Masonry  is  justly  proud  of  the  Oxford 
Orphanage.  It  represents  an  investment  in 
the  needy  youth  of  our  own  state  and  pays 
dividends  in  character,  healthy  bodies,  trained 
minds  and  hands,  in  that  continuing  number 
of  young  men  and  women  who  annually  take 
their  places  in  the  rank  and  file  of  the  citizen- 
ship of  the  Old  North  State.  The  time  and 
money  invested  is  a saving  as  no  one  can  tell 
what  would  become  of  these  children  without 
the  Oxford  Orphanage. 

Our  Charlotte  Brethren  have  been  among 
our  most  loyal  and  faithful  supporters  and 
we  bespeak  the  continuation  of  this  fine  serv- 
ice. We  are  keenly  appreciative  of  all  that 
they  mean  to  us.  We  want  to  congratulate 
Charlotte  Masonry  on  this  occasion  of  the 
occupancy  again  of  the  splendid  new  Temple. 
May  it  be  the  means  of  a new  inspiration  in 
all  of  the  things  for  which  Masonry  stands. 


Charlotte  Masons  Interested 
in  Home

On  January  13,  1904  a committee  of  three 
interested  Masons  headed  bv  Dr.  F.  M.  Win- 
chester, a member  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  261 
of  Charlotte,  presented  a resolution  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  asking  that  a committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  “inquire  into  the  advisability  and 
expediency  of  establishing  an  institution  for 
the  care  of  aged  and  indigent  Masons.”  The 
resolution  was  passed  and  Dr.  Winchester 
was  made  chairman  of  the  committee.  That 
was  the  beginning  of  the  Masonic  and  Eastern 
Star  Home  at  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  January,  1907,  the  committee  reported  that 
the  Masons  of  Charlotte,  representing  Phalanx, 
Excelsior  and  Joppa  Lodges,  had  held  a bazaar 
and  raised  betwen  $1,200.00  and  $1,500.00  as 
a nucleus  for  a fund  to  build  the  Home.  So 
far  as  the  records  show,  this  was  the  first 
money  raised  for  the  erection  of  what  is  now 
a $250,000.00  plant  at  Greensboro. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  first  building,  Oct. 
4,  1911,  and  the  Home  was  opened  for  the 
admission  of  Guests  in  the  fall  of  1913.  Since 
that  time  two  hundred  and  forty  Guests  have 
lived  in  the  Home,  and  thirty-one  others  have 
been  given  Home  Aid. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  Home  eight 
Guests  from  Charlotte,  viz:  Mrs.  Hassie  I. 
Look,  Mrs.  Alice  Abernathy,  Mrs.  Helen  M. 
Andrews,  Mrs.  Addie  Howie,  Mrs.  Grade  Mills, 
Mrs.  Fannie  Chambers,  Mrs.  Emily  Dobson 
and  Mr.  Quincy  R.  Campbell.  The  Masons  of 
Charlotte  have  always  been  very  liberal  con- 
tributors towards  the  support  of  the  Home, 
and  for  the  past  thirty-four  years,  nine  years 
before  it  was  opened,  were  actively  interested 
in  its  welfare.

FOR  OCTOBER,  1938 
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EVENTS  LEADING  TO  THE  BUILDING  OF 
THE  MASONIC  TEMPLE 


On  May  19,  1869,  a Convention  of 
the  Masonic  Fraternity  was  called  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  building 
a Masonic  Temple  in  the  City  of  Char- 
lotte. A large  number  of  the  Ma- 
sons of  Charlotte  and  vicinity  met  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Springs  Building, 
then  occupied  by  the  several  Bodies 
as  a Masonic  hall. 

The  records  show  that  the  object 
of  the  Convention,  as  explained  by 
one  of  our  late  townsmen,  Brother 
Samuel  Wittowsky,  was  to  devise 
ways  and  means  to  build  a Masonic 
Temple  in  Charlotte.  At  that  meet- 
ing a committe  of  ten  was  appointed 
to  consider  the  propriety  of  holding 
a Masonic  Fair  and  Festival  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  means  to  build  a 
Temple. 

Several  meetings  of  the  committee 
were  held  during  the  month  of  June, 
1869,  arranging  the  plans  and  details 
for  the  Masonic  Fair  and  Festival, 
which  was  to  extend  over  three  days 
and  nights.  The  merchants  of  Char- 
lotte contributed  various  articles  to 
be  sold  or  raffled,  and  it  is  recorded 
there  were  twenty  gallons  of  scupper- 
nong  wine  on  tap.  The  admission 
price  was  fifty  cents  for  three  days 
and  nights. 

The  Festival  was  held  on  the  7,  8 
and  9th  of  July,  1869,  and  the  net 
result  after  the  bills  were  paid,  was 
$1,400.00.  At  the  meeting  of  July  21, 
1869,  the  disposition  of  this  fund  was 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  chairman. 
The  Chairman,  T.  W.  Dewey,  was  au- 
thorized further  to  have  the  original 
ten  members  of  the  committee  and 
their  successors  incorporated  as  the 
Masonic  Temple  Association. 

The  charter  arrived  and  a meeting 
was  called  for  the  6th  of  April,  1870, 
at  which  time  the  committee  of  ten, 
who  were  the  incorporators  named  in 
the  charter,  met,  accepted  the  charter 
and  organized  with  C.  W.  Alexander 
as  President,  Samuel  Taylor,  as  first 
vice-president,  Samuel  Wittkowsky, 
as  second  vice-president,  D.  G.  Max- 
well, as  recording  secretary,  E.  A. 
Osborn,  as  corresponding  secretary, 
and  Thos.  W.  Dewey,  as  treasurer. 

By-Laws  were  also  adopted  at  this 
meeting. 

It  is  very  probable  that  another 
fair  and  festival  was  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Temple  Committee 
and  committees  from  Phalanx  and 
Excelsior  Lodges,  as  the  records  show 
a balance  in  the  Temple  Fund  on 
February  4,  1873,  of  $2,087.13. 

The  first  hall  was  built  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Hutchison  building  (now 
occupied  by  Kress)  the  Temple  Asso- 
ciation furnishing  Mr.  Hutchison 
$1,700.00,  he  giving  them  a five-year 
lease  without  rent,  with  the  agree- 
ment to  return  the  $1,700.00  to  them 
at  the  expiration  of  their  lease.  This 
lease  was  renewed  for  another  term 
of  five  years,  and  then  for  a term 
of  an  additional  three  years. 


At  a meeting  on  December  26,  1874, 
Brother  Wittowsky  reported  that  the 
Temple  would  be  readv  for  the  Con- 
secration Ceremonies  on  Monday,  De- 
cember 28,  and  Past  Grand  Master, 
John  Nichols,  would  be  present  to  con- 
duct the  consecration,  and  the  Hall 
Committee  would  make  their  report 
in  full  and  deliver  the  key  of  the  Tem- 
ple completed  to  the  Association. 

On  December  6,  1883,  the  President 
reported  that  on  December  31,  they 
would  have  on  hand  $4,500.00,  and 
recommended  that  we  now  build  our 
own  home,  at  which  time  a Committee 
was  appointed  to  select  a place  to 
build  the  Temple.  A short  time  after 
that  the  Committee  reported  that  they 
had  bought  the  Cruse  property,  which 
was  bought  for  $2,727.24.  In  No- 
vember, 1890,  they  sold  this  lot  for 
$5,000.00  to  the  Second  Church. 

The  Masonic  bodies  vacated  the 
Temple  Association’s  hall  over  the 
Hutchison  building  before  the  expira- 
tion of  their  lease,  in  January,  1902, 
apparently  due  to  some  misunder- 
standing or  want  of  co-operation,  and 
occupied  the  top  floor  of  the  present 
Piedmont  Fire  Insurance  Company 
building. 

In  1904  the  Association  bought  for 
$26,500.00  the  property,  corner  of 
West  Trade  and  South  Church  Street, 
at  that  time  known  as  the  Mansion 
House  property.  In  1912  they  bought 
the  present  property,  corner  South 
Tryon  and  Second  Streets,  for  $32,- 
500.00.  In  the  same  year  they  sold 
the  West  Trade  Street  corner  for 
$80,000.00. 

In  1913  the  contract  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  present  Temple  was 
awarded  to  J.  A.  Jones.  The  archi- 
tects were  Hook  & Rogers.  The  build- 
ing and  equipment,  with  architect 
fees,  cost  $84,083.13;  furniture  and 
fixtures  $6,167.55,  amounting  to  $90,- 
250.86,  making  a total  cost  of  lot, 
building  and  equipment,  of  $122,750.86. 

To  take  care  of  the  deficit  in  the 
financing  of  the  Temple,  $40,000.00 
worth  of  6 per  cent,  coupon  bonds 
were  issued,  dated  December  1,  1919, 
to  run  for  a period  of  ten  years.  These 
Mortgage  Bonds  were  due  on  Decem- 
ber 1,  1929,  and  were  paid  in  full  and 
cancelled  on  the  records.  Charlotte’s 
Masonic  Temple  is  entirely  free  from 
encumbrance. 

The  cornerstone  was  laid  on 
Wednesday,  March  4,  1914,  with  ap- 
propriate exercises  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
with  the  following  Grand  Officers: 

John  T.  Alderman,  G.M.;  W.  G. 
Rogers,  as  R.G.M.;  A.  B.  Andrews, 
Jr.,  S.G.W.;  J.  L.  DeLaney,  as  J.G.W.; 
O.  B.  Robinson,  as  Grand  Treasurer; 
John  C.  Drewry,  Grand  Secretary. 

And  the  acting  appointed  officers, 
as  follows:

Judge  William  F.  Harding  made  the 
historical  address,  and  the  orator  of 
the  day,  Francis  D.  Winston,  P.G.M., 
was  introduced  by  Walter  S.  Liddell, 
P.G.M. 

The  Masonic  Temple  Association, 
under  whose  guiding  hands  the  Tem- 
ple was  erected,  at  the  time  of  the 
laying  of  the  cornerstone,  was  com- 
posed of  M.  C.  Mayer,  President;  Jno. 
M.  Scott,  First  Vice-President;  J.  F. 
Robertson,  Second  Vice-President;  J. 
H.  Van  Ness,  Treasurer;  Wm.  Ander- 
son, Secretary;  F.  M.  Winchester,  W. 
S.  Liddell,  W.  F.  Harding,  Thos.  W. 
Alexander,  Jas.  O.  Walker,  and  the 
Worshipful  Masters  ex-officio  of  Pha- 
lanx, Excelsior,  and  Joppa  Lodges. 

A public  reception  was  held  on  the 
26th  of  April,  1915,  and  the  citizens 
of  Charlotte  were  extended  an  invita- 
tion to  visit  and  inspect  the  new  home 
of  the  Masonic  Bodies. 


On  March  4,  1937  at  12:15  A.M., 
fire  of  unknown  origina  was  discov- 
ered in  our  Temple,  and  in  spite  of 
heroic  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  Fire 
Department,  by  daybreak,  what  was 
considered  to  be  one  of  the  loveliest 
Masonic  Temples  in  the  country,  was 
entirely  gutted,  and  there  remained 
only  the  four  walls  and  a mass  of 
burned  debris  and  twisted  steel 
beams  and  girders. 

Immediate  plans  were  begun  to- 
ward the  rebuilding  of  the  Temple 
and  after  several  meetings  of  the  As- 
sociation, Brother  Willard  G.  Rogers 
was  selected  as  Architect  and  Bro- 
thers Henry  B.  Benoit  and  John  M. 
Scott  were  appointed  as  the  Building

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A Short  History 
Of  Phalanx  Podge 


The  great  conflicts  of  our  Nation  are 
reflected  in  the  history  and  labor  of  Pha- 
lanx Lodge ; and  among  the  records  in  the 
archives  of  the  lodge  are  to  be  found  many 
references  to  men  who  acted  well  their  part 
in  the  most  stirring  times  of  our  country’s 
history. 

The  Master  of  Phalanx  Lodge,  in  1848, 
died  while  serving  his  country  in  the  Mex- 
ican War. 

The  great  War  Governor  of  North  Caro- 
lina— Zebulon  B.  Vance — was  an  initiate  of 
Phalanx  Lodge. 

Bro.  John  A.  Perry,  Grand  Secretary  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  of  Pennsylvania,  fur- 
nished us  the  following  extract  from  a pub- 
lication entitled  “Old  Masonic  Lodges  of 
Pennsylvania.” 

LODGE  NO.  20,  A.  Y.  M.,  GRANTED 
TO  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  LINE. 

The  Third  Regimental  Warrant  issued’  by 
the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylva- 
nia was  granted  to  the  North  Carolina 
contingent  in  the  Continental  Army.  This 
Lodge  was  No.  20,  on  the  Roster.  Owing 
to  the  loss  of  all  Minutes  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  prior  to  July  29,  1779,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  give  the  particulars  under  which 
it  was  granted,  the  names  of  the  petition- 
ers, or  the  date  of  the  Warrant,  which, 
however,  if  not  May  18,  1779,  must  have 
been  on  or  prior  to  October  4,  1779. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  Warrant, 
papers,  and  paraphernalia  of  Lodge  No. 

20  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  at 
the  capitulation  'of  Charleston,  May  12, 
1780,  meeting  the  same  fate  as  those  of  the 
brethren  of  the  Delaware  Regimental  Lodge 
No.  30,  at  the  Battle  of  Camden,  August 
16,  1780,  there  being  a report  to  that 

effect. 

PETITION  FOR  A LODGE  IN  CHAR- 
LOTTE TO  BE  STYLED  PHALANX 
LODGE. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Sen- 
ior and  Grand  Junior  Wardens  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina: 

The  petition  of  the  subscribers,  being 
Ancient  York  Masons  within  the  district 
of  Salisbury  and  Morganton,  and  being  at 
present  unorganized,  and  anxious  to  be  re- 
duced to  that  order  which  is  productive 
of  the  benevolent  purposes  of  the  Masonic 
Institution,  humbly  showeth  to  the  Most 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State 
aforesaid  that,  willing  to  become  subject  to 
this  masonic  subordination,  prayeth  said 
Grand  Lodge  to  grant  your  petitioners  a 
Charter  to  work  as  Masons  in  a Lodge,  to 
meet  in  the  town  of  Charlotte,  under  the 
name  of  Phalanx  Lodge,  No.  31. 

The  first  officers  of  Phalanx  Lodge,  No. 

31,  in  the  year  1797,  were:  Col.  William 
Polk,  Worshipful  Master;  Maj.-Gen.  Rob- 
ert Smith,  Senior  Warden  ; Gen.  Joseph 
Dickson,  Junior  Warden. 

Brethren,  it  behooves  us  to  hold  sacred 
the  heritage  with  which  we  are  endowed. 
Through  these  many  years  we  have  sur- 
vived many  trials  and  tribulations.  The 
cycle  of  time  has  brought  prosperity  and 
distress.  Renewed  interest  is  now  being 
manifested  and  it  is  obvious  that  we  are 
entering  the  cycle  of  prosperity.  Our  suc- 
cess depends  on  your  activity  in  the  interest 
of  the  institution.  You  have  been  r>re- 
sented  working  tools  and  instructed  in  the 
liberal  arts  and  science.  Are  you  satis- 
fied that  you  have  made  the  best  use  of 
them  ?
